Oil Trust Employe Ignorant of 
Enormous Loans. 


ACCORDING TO TRUST BOOKS 


Millions of Dollars Had Been Paid to 
a Purchasing Agent of the Combine. 


How Market Price of Crude OII Is 
Fixed. 


New York, Oct. l l . —Loans of over 
$20,000,000, which 
the books 
of tho 
Southern 
Pipe Lino 
company show 
were made to P. S. Tralnor between 
1899 and 19<>5 became more puzzling 
of solution to Frank Ii. Kellogg, con­ 
ducting the federal suit against the 
Standard 
Oil 
company, 
Thursday, 
when Mr. Tralnor, taking the witness 
stand In the oil suit, testified that tho 
money had never been 
paid to him 
and that h** had never heard of the 
accounts. 
The Southern’s hooks show' 
that unsigned vouchers were received 
for these loans and that the money 
was never handed back to the com­ 
pany. 
Mr. Tralnor said that he was 
formerly crude oil purchasing agent 
for the Standard Oil Company of New 
York and as such purchased all the 
oil and sold it to the refineries. 
He 
said he acted 
in a similar 
capacity 
now' for tho Standard Oil Company of 
New Jersey. 
Mr. Kellogg called Mr. 
Tralnor’s 
attention 
to the 
various 
loans, am ounting to ever $20,(KiO,000, 
I which 
were made by 
the Southern 
Pipe Line 
company and 
charged to 
“P. S. Tralnor,” and asked him to tell 
all he knew concerning the loans. 
Never Heard About the Loans. 


‘‘I do not know anything about these 
loans.” answered Mr. Tralnor. 
"I had 
an oil account with the Southern com­ 
pany, but no money account. 
I never 
gave them any 
vouchers and never 
heard anything about the loans.” 
Mr. Trainer said that

dent of the Standard.

o’clock. 
Mrs. Chadwick had been In 
a comatose condition for some hours ' 
previous 
to hor death and 
the end 
came peacefully. 
No friends or rela­ 
tives waited at her bedside; only the 
prison physician and his attendants. 
H er son, Emil Hoover, had been sum­ 
moned from Cleveland, but he did not 
arrived until fifteen minutes after his 
m other was dead. 
Tho 
decline 
In Mrs. 
Chadwick’s , 
health began almost from the time 
she entered the penitentiary on Jan. 
12, 1906, sentenced to ten years’ im­ 
prisonment. 
She fretted incessantly 
over her 
confinement 
and 
worried 
about her troubles until it became al­ 
m ost Impossible for her to sleep. 
At 
times she was so peevish tho patience 
of the prison officials was sorely tried. 
Mrs. 
Chadwick was 
a robust and 
healthy looking women when she came 
to 
the 
prison, 
but 
she 
gradually 
wasted away and had lost fully thirty 
pounds at the time of her death. Her 
last 
illness dated back 
about three 
weeks, when she suddenly collapsed 
during an interview with her son, Emil 
Hoover. 
She was confined to a cot in 
the hospital of the women’s ward from 
th at time until her death.
